In striking oontrast to the fie use riait, which aymbolisod 
oulturalp histerio ties, Krupp arrired on Kay 1 $ and the press 
presented him as the symbol of Ceman Industry and oecnmeroe» While 
there has been considerable corn ent to the effect that Krupp ar» 
rived to exploit the favorable pro«<reman atmosphere generated by 
He use, Gexncan Kmbaaay peraoniiel Insist there la no oenneotlonp 
and that even they In the Knbaany were taken unaware by Krupp* s 
arrivals 

While in Ankarsp Krupp fiaa stayed at least part ef the tim 
in the Gever nin ant^a offiolal guest house « and ho haa oertalnlj 
been received by moat prominent; 'iiirkish Government officials p Ao« 
eerding to the pros Op he hae already been awarded an $dOpOOOpOOO 
oentraot for the oonstruotlon of a third furnace at the Karabuk 
steel miU» and a aimilar large contract for building an ioq>ertaBt 
link in the prepoeed 7 \irk<»Xranlan railroad llnoo In addition^ 

Krupp is reported to be interested in a eucoenaion ef other Turkish 
ecenentio ^^l^relepmaat schemes 9 Including the eons true tl on ef a 
bridge aoress tbs Bssporus at Istanbul « Some of these Krupp ven* 
tures are known to be bona fj.de^ results ef nenthe sf prior nege«> 
tlations* The reality eT some of the other ventures is still un» 
kaeim» But the general Impresalon given by the press reports la ^ 
that Krupp and "German effioiency" aro oembined In providing in* 
voludble help to the development of Vurkey*s eoonofliyv (The ece* 
nemlc phase sf Krupp *s visit will be coverod la a separate despatch) 9 
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
